This rejection is even more discouraging 
when you look at, the dropping percentage of 
our people with a British ethnic origin.

More Subtle 


However, no experiemental 
,; Work published to date has 
demonstrated — consistent 
effects when these 
have been inhaled in concen- 
trations such as are found in 
town air, The irritant is likely 
to be a more subtle compound 
9r combination’ of contami- 
nants. 


Air pollution may be an 


—tmportant factor’ in chronic 
bronchitis. This disease shows 


itself by a chronic cough 
which at first produces clear 
mucoid phlegm. Later the 
phlegm becomes and

damage is done to the lungs 
from which emphysema and 
heart failure result. 

There is good reason to

The petrol engine, unlike the 
diesel, emits carbon’ monoxide 
which is a dangerous

he-census taker asked the citizen what the 
ethnic origin of his or her father was. For 
example, if the citizen’s mother was English 
in origin and the father German, he would be 
classed as having a German ethnic origin. 

This is all. in the feudal tradition: From 
father to son. to son. Knowing as we do the 
influence of mothers on children, we tend to 
discount this kind of ‘tracing of ancestral 
origin. But, wait, it isn’t as superficial as it 


seems, 


Beginning in 1951,-DBS made it acceptable ._ 
“fora “citizén” to reply that his ethnic origin 
was “‘unkown."’ This makes sense, especially 
for the native born with several generations 
of forefathers who were native born. In addi- 
tion, if a citizen insisted that he was a Cana- 


dian, the census takers were 
accept it. 


It's understandable why the French Cana- 
dians are touchy about’ this aspect of the 
census. There was a pre-census hassle in 1959 
and 1960 over the census forms. It was created 
by French-Canadian nationalists who insisted 
that this question must—be— retained so~ that 
their input to-or share of the total population 
could be clearly marked. On the other. hand, 
the rest of us did have the chance to wipe oti 
hyphenated status and rejected it. 

* * * 

This rejection is even more discouraging 
when you look at the dropping percentage of 
our people with a British ethnic origin. In 1871 
it was 60.5 per cent,.in 1911 55.5 per cent. In 
1961 it was down to 43.8 per cent. The French 
have hung fairly steady at the 30 per cent 
range. : 

Thus the two striking changes in ethnic 
composition, ie.,.a dwindling British stock 
and a growing Eurdépean stock, particularly 
Italian; German, and Dutch, has not increased 
the demand to be unhyphenated. 

This contradicts a feeling I got as a politi- 
cian that the strongest clamor for a straight 
Canadian identity, for something. like the em- 
bracing American: which covers everyone in 
the U.S.,. came from non-British stock people, 
especially the Italians. In contrast I'd felt that 
those of British origin, especially the Scots 
and Irish, were the most intent on remember- 
ing the old. traditions. It is clear now that 
almost everyone remembers and prizes them.

Usually turbulence in_ the 
air ensures that the pollutants 
put into it are rapidly diluted 
and removed.

The effect 
of this is to put a lid on a 
town; under’ this lid accumu- 
late the smoke and gases 
emitted from fires, industrial 
processes and motor vehicles.

istics on mother. tongue, A definite minority

That is; the integration by language into 
the dominant two languages goes very well 
with second and third generations.

Pacific Intertidal Areas 
- Exceedingly Rich in Life

Intertidal areas and adjacent parts of our 
“coast are often exceedingly rich in marine life, 
richer even. than the depths of the ocean. The 
main reason for this is that . pe 
food in some form or other 
is abundant in these 
‘shallow waters. Even in 
quiet places such as la- 
goons ahd estuaries where 
‘the bottom tends to be 
muddy life is prolific for 
here great quantities of 
organic debris collect to 
‘orm an almost lifiitless 
supply of nutriment. i 
Here the disintegrating Dr. Cart 
‘nimal and plant remains from mats of seum 
on the surface of the mud or beeome mixed in 
the bottom deposits. Layered material is easily 
gathered by creatures equipped with scraping 
devices or with sticky tentacles; buried 
substances are extracted by those’ which 
swallow mud and sand during the’ feeding 
process, Thus most of the organic detritus is 
harvested by mud inhabiting animals after it 
has settled. 
Material still in suspension is also utilized 
sbut only by animals that have special devices 
for filtering out the fine particles, Most clams 
are adept at this and depend to a large extent 
upon this source of food. Associated with 
clams is another group of filter feeders 
including the mud shrimp and ghost shrimp 
which are often found in burrows in these 
muddy habitats. Since these are crustaceans 
and much more complex in body organization 
than molluscs they have evolved an entirély 
different system of food gathering. 


* * * 


Both kinds of shrimps are lobster-like in 
feneral appearance but small in Size; the 
ghost shrimp, the larger of the two, seldom 
exceeds four inches in length and many mud 
shrimps are less than two inches. They each 
bear a pair of pinchers or claws but in the 


ghost ‘shrimp these are rather large, particu- 
larly in the male, and one is very much bigger 
than the other. 

The exaggerated structure is a multi- 
Purpose tool. It can be used in offence and 
defence, probably in sparring with rival males, 
and in this connection it may serve to identify 
males from females as jin, the case of fiddler 
crabs in which the husbands also have outsized 
hands. The big claw also functions as a digging 
tool in excavating the burrow Much as a 
cutting blade or scraper on a bulldozer, Finally 
this extraordinary appendage can be used for 
Pircgging the entrance-way to the tunnel to 
keep out intruders. ;

Air pollution may be an 
important factor in chronic 
bronchitis. This disease shows 
itself by a chronic cough 
which at first produces clear 
mucoid phlegm. Later the 
phlegm becomes purulent and 
the patient suffers from re- 
current bouts of acute bron- 
chitis. Ultimately irreparable 
damage is done to the lungs 
from which emphysema and 
heart failure result. 

There is good. reason to 
believe that cigarette smoking 
is the most potent factor in 
producing this hypersecretion 
of mucus. and that the 
changes described die down if 
this irritant is withdrawn. 

The second stage in the 
development of chronic bron- 
chitis — the establishment of
